Dificulty of Getilug it lv» sautaia the Mouse—Oritl- 
clam of Mr, Doreccimer’s Mavegement.

Wasaineton, March 3.—The vete on the 
preliminary comsideration of the Dorsheimer 
copyright bill proved the sentiment of the 
house to be in favor of its passage, but grave 
fears are now entertained by its friends that 
it will not be taken up again this session.

THE KUKLUX CASES, 


THE SUPREME COURTON THE YAR 
BOROUGH TRIALS, 


The Findings and the Law Under Which the Cases 
were Tried, Investigated and Approved by the 
Court of Final Resort—The Federal Gov- 
ernment Can Protect Itself—Btc. 


Special to The Constitution. 

WashiInctos, March 3.—The reaszembling 
of the supreme court attracts a large number 
of lawyers, as several important decisions 
were to be rendered. Noneof them attracted 
such attention as the opinion in the famous 
Seorgia kuklux case. lt was argued six 
weeks ago by Judge Tompkins on a habeas 


corpus affecting the liberty of the Yarbrough 


boys of Banks county, convicted in Atlanta 
last fall of whipping several negroes, Solicitor 
General Phillips representing the govern- 
ment, 

The Yarbroughs were tried under what is 
known as the kuklux act. Though the su. 
preme court had sustained this section of the 
revised statues in the famous Virginia cases, 
the recent drift of decisions 
had been toward the assertion of 
State sovereignty to a degree un- 
known since the wer, and considerable doubt 
existed as to what opinion the court would 


give in this case. Among those present and 
evidently interested .in the case were Ben 
Butler, Senators Edmunds and Pike, Richard 
Merrick and famous lawyers from all 
parts of the country. Justice Miller, 
who delivered the opinion of the court, had 
prepared it with great care both tostyle and 
matter. It wasa complete review of the the 
ories, andafull analysis of the reasons for 
enacting and maintaining the act under 
which the Yarbroughs were convicted. The 
court took the strongest possible grounds sus- 
taining the statute. It declared that the 
federal authority must remain supreme in 
regulating all federal elections, and in 
guaranteeing to citizens the fullest rights for 
participation therein. The opinions couciud- 
ed with an appeal to patriotic citizens of all 
sections to support and enforce the law. de- 
Claring that hitherto the infringment of the 
rights of suffrage have not been conspicuous 
in any section, but that the prospective dan- 
ger is of such magnitude as to call for a most 
careful scrutiny of the tendencies toward 
evil, Tne opinion was one hourin delivery, 
and wes heard with the profoundest atten:, 
tion. There was no dissenting opinion. 


THE TEXT OF THE DECISION. 


The Supremc Govermmenst Must Have Power to A«- 
seert Ite Supremacy. 

WASHINGTON, March 3~—A decision was 
rendered. by the court to-day, in what is 
known as the kuklux cases, which stand 
on the original docket under the title ecx- 
parte, in the matter of Jasper Yarbrough 
and ethers. They are petitions for writs of 
habeas corpus to release a number of persons 
now imprisoned under the judgment of the 
United States circuit court for § the 
northern districty of Georgia, ren 
dered after trial and conviction of the 
persons for the offense of threatening 
and otherwise intimi< ating colored voters at 
an election in Georgia for member of congress. 
The princpal question presented by the cases 
relates tu the constitutionality of 
the law under which the 
prisoners are held, Justice Miller, 
speaking for the court, after deciding 
that the offense set forth in the indictment is 
fully covered by sections 5508 and 5520 of the 
revised statutes, says that the governmen, 
whose essential character is republican, whose 
executive head and legislative body are both 
elective, whose most numerocusand powerful 
branch of the legislature is elected by the 
people directly, has no power, by appropriate 
law, to secure this election from the infiu- 
ence of violence, of corruption, and of fraud, 
is @ proposition so startling as to arrest atten- 
tion and demand the gravest consideration.

Mr. Zittrouer, in his 
hurry to reach hisstand ahead of the dogs, ran past 
the stand of Arthur Toole, a young lad, the son of 
Dr. Toole, who isa relation of Mr. Zittrouer’s fam- 
ily. Young Toole, hearing the dogs coming, had 
his gun cocked, ready for a shot, 
and, seeing the bushes shake just ahead of the 
dogs, and seeing what he thought was a deer, took 
aimn and fired. Just then he heard Mr, Ziitrouer 
cry out, *‘come on,”’ or “come here,’’ twice, Young 
Toole ran forward, thinking that Mr. Zittrouer had 
reached the deerahead cfhim. But, what was bis 
cousternation to find that he had shot Mr. Zittrou- 
erinstead of a deer. Young Toole, as scon as he 
saw what he had done,cried out in mental anguish, 
“My God, my Ged! I have shot Mr. Zittrouer.”’ 
The party, hearing him cry out, soon came up 
and Captain Harden raised him toa sitting posture,

NASHVILLE, Tenuessee, February 29.—The last 
legislature passed a lawcreatinga railroad com. 
mission, to cousist of three gentlemen who should 
be appointed by the governor and serve two years,
